When the LED (red light) blinks, the remote control is 
working and (after programming) is sending signals. 


Press VCR/PVR, DVD, CBL/SAT, or TV once to select a 
desired home entertainment device to control. 
Also see the Device Table on page 6. 


Use ESPN, ESPNU, ESPN2 to program the ESPN channels 
(or another favorite channel) 


Press POWER once to turn on or off the selected device. 
Use the keypid (1 ~ 9 and 0) to directly select channels 
(eg.,009 or 031), 


Use TVMID to switch the TV’s input to view TV or video 
programs. 


Press ENTER once after entering the channel numbers on 
some TVs, 


Use QUIDE to display your selected device's program 
guide or setup menu.

INSTALLING BATTERIES 


if On the remote control’s back, push the tab and lift off the 
battery cover. 
2 Obtain two (2) new AAA alkaline batteries. Match the + 


and — marks on the batteries to the + and - marks in the 
battery case, then insert the new batteries. 


3: Press the battery cover back into place. The tab should 
click when the cover is locked. 


‘Test the remote control by pressing any mode key (e.g., 
1). If the batteries are inserted correctly, the LED (red 
light) will blink.

PROGRAMMING DEVICE CONTROL 


‘The GameChanger ESPN Remote Control is easy to program - just locate 
your device’s manufacturer code(s), on page 13-19, then follow steps 1 
through 5 below for each device. 


Alternately, you can use Power Scan Programming (on page 9). This method 
is more time consuming, however, you are not required to look up each 
device's code, 


‘To program any device: 


1. Turn on a desired device (TV, DVD player, ete), Locate 
your brand’s manufacturer code(s) on Pages 13-19. 


Press and hold (for more than three seconds) the key for 
the device the user wishes to program. 


2 Release the key. The LED comes ON, indicating that the 
Remote is ready to accept a 3-digit brand code. 


4, Within 30 seconds, enter the 3-digit brand code corte- 
sponding to the device. The LED goes OFE indicating 
that the Remote is programmed successfully. 


5. With the device still powered on, try operating the device 
functions. If the device responds as expected, no further 
programming is required. If the device does not respond, 
repeat the above steps with the next code. 


6 Repeat steps I through 5 for each device you want to con- 
trol. For future reference, write down each working device 
code inthe following baxes:

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PROGRAMMING ESPN KEYS 


In the TV or CBUSAT mode, you can program the ESPN channel (or another 
Favorite channel) onto the ESPN keys.

Repeat steps 1 through 4 for each ESPN key you want to program, 
POWER SCAN PROGRAMMING 


With power scan programming, the Remote tests all the codes available in 
the codeset database and assigns the correct one for the selected device. 


Although this method is more time consuming, it saves the user the trouble 
of looking up the brand codes necessary for manual programming.

‘To ensure that the searched code is correct for the device, the user can enter 
into codeset test mode while the Remote Control is in the power scan state:

PUNCH-THROUGH FEATURES 


‘The Remote provides two punch-through features that allow users to con- 
trol TV volume and DVD operation while the remote is in a different device 
mode, 


Volume Punch-Through 


‘The TV Volume/Mute punch-through feature allows the user to control the 
volume and mute function of TV while the remote is in another device 
mode. The feature is applicable for all devices and brands that do not use 
the volume control buttons for other purposes, 


‘Transport Key Punch-Through 


‘The DVD transport key punch through feature lets the user control the 
PLAY, STOR, PAUSE, REWIND, FF and RECORD functions of DVD while the 
remote operates in other modes. The feature is applicable for all devices 
and brands that do not use the transport keys for other purposes. 


TROUBLESHOOTING 


PROBLEM: LED (red light) does not blink when you press a func- 
tional key, 

SOLUTION: Replace batteries with two new AAA alkaline batteries. 

PROBLEM: LED blinks when you press a key, but home entertain- 
ment device does not respond. 

SOLUTION: Make sure the remote control is aimed at your home 
entertainment device and is not farther than 15 feet 
away. 

PROBLEM: ‘The unit does not control home entertainment devices 
or commands are not working properly. 

SOLUTION: ‘Try ll listed codes for the device brands being set up. 
Make sure they can be operated with an infrared remote 
control. 

PROBLEM: Changing channels does not work, 

SOLUTION: Iforiginal remote required pressing ENTER or SELECT to 


change channels, press ENTER or SELECT on this remote 
after entering the channel number, 


PROBLEM: CHA and CH Y do not work for your RCA TV. 
SOLUTION: Due to RCA design (1983-1987), only the original 
remote control will operate these functions.
